THE GROWING BOY IN JAPAN. 


At Fifteen lie I» Given a New Name to Be- 


gin Lite in Karnust On. 


Miss Hodgett, in 
describing the 


"growing up" of a boy In Japan, says, 
when he is 3 years old he begins to 
wear the obi, a 'girdle; three inches 
wide, which confines the kimono, a 
loose sort of garment, and the main 
part of the Japanese dress, both for 
children and grown people. 
The put- 


ting on of the obi Is- the occasion of 
another family feast; and a very im- 
portant garment It is, for it corres- 
ponds to pockets in an American boy's 
first trousers. 
The front part of the 


kimono above the obi is also used as a 
pocket, and the long, wide sleeves, sew- 
ed up at the lower end, make two very 
big ones. 


When fifteen years old the boy be- 


comes of age, and a third family fes- 
tival occurs. 
Another name is given 


him and his hair Is allowed to grow all 
over his head, like a man's. 
Previous 


o this time the head is shaved so as 
o allow the hair to grow only In spots 
or tufts, the place of the tufts varying 
ip to the ago of tan, when the crown 
only Is shaved. 


At this festival celebrating his ma- 


ority the manner of his friends and 
elatives changes toward him, and 
while the day before be was still ad- 
Iressed as a child, now he Is addressed 
n the ceremonious forms requirod by 
Japanese etiquette. 
The title of re- 


spect, san, is henceforth affixed to his 
name even by those nearest and dear- 
est. 
These titles, san pama, always 


follow the name, and are never pre- 
fhced, as with our "Mr." 
For exam- 


ple a boy whose name is Kyoshi will be 
called Kyoshl-san. 
In his responses 


to the kind speeches made to him the 
boy shows that he understands the new 
tionors that have come upon him, and 
that he is now ready to apply himself 
to the serious business of life. 


It used to be a great thing to be born 


a (sah-moor-ri) boy baby In Japan. 
The samurai were soldiers and schol- 
ars, and were entirely apart from and 
above the ordinary people. 
They 


could not engage in anf business nor 
could they marry into another clan. 
This has all been changed since the 
Japanese revolution of 1867-68. 
The 


people are now divided into two large 
classes—the heimin (ha-meen), or com- 
moners, and the shizoku (shee-zo-koo), 
or gentry—and all have equal rights 
under the law. 
The average boy's 


success in life depends upon his own 
abilities, and the use he makes of the 
teaching he may have. 


The first thing the samurai baby 


needed after he "was put In his nurse's 
arms was a sword. 
Rather a queer 


in$ for a baby to have, but then the 


baby was a. samurai I 
No matter if 


the tiny hand could not grasp the han- 
dle, his nurse carried it for him, and 
when the obi became a part of his 
dress the sword was fastened to it and 
hung by his side. 
To be sure it was a 


wooden sword, but what of that? 
It 


was the badge of his rank, and must go 
wherever he did all day long, and when 
he went to bed It was laid close by. 
"The sword is the soul of the samurai," 
is an old Japanese saying, and it was 
thus early fastened to his side that .he 
might becotte used to grasping it from 
infancy. 


When our young iamurai reached the 


age of 7 it was a great day of rejoicing. 
At the family festival two real metal 
swords were fastened to the obi, one on 
each side. 
The edges, however, were 


blunt, and accidents were further 
guarded against by having the swords 
so fastened In tn£ir sheaths that the 
young swordsman could not draw them 
out 
These were now his constant 


companions, until, at the age «f 15, the 
weapons handed down in his family 
took their place.—3t- Nicholas.

Oeer, of Lamont, Col., "w»» a prairi* 
doc well. Did you ever, w« one? It 
len't often that; » chance occur* to a^> 
plore the homw and baunU of tneit 
expeditious little Inhabitants of th» 
plains. A few miles from my town a 
large force of men have been at work 
making a deep cjat for a, abort, railroad 
up Into the mines. A friend of mine Is 
in charge of the Job, and 1 went outrto 
aee him and the work that had been 
done. 
The first thing that attracted 


my attention * ben* I got there was the 
fact that the cut was being made 
through an old alfalfa field, and tho 
roots fringed the side of the cut and 
hung down fifteen to eighteen feet. Up 
at the surface of the ground were the 
stubbed green plants, and reaching. 
down deep into the earth were the fat, 
businesslike roots, getting their living 
far below where ordlnary> plants forage 
for subsistence. 


"But the most remarkable thing was 


the prairie dog wells that had been 
dug into. The cut went through a dog 
village, and being a deep one — some 
forty feet— It went below the town. 
There has always been a discussion 
about where the prairie dog gets his 
drink. 
Some say he goes eternally 


dry an'd does not knojv what It is .to 
have an elegant thirst on him. 
Usu- 


ally their towns are miles from any 
stream and In an arid country, wher^ 
there la no surface water at any time 
sufficient for the needs of a'n animal 
requiring drink. 
The overland trav- 


elers back in the days of pioneering 
used to find the dog towns out on the 
prairie scores" of 
miles from 
the 


streams. 
There was no dew, the air 


Was dry as a bone, the buffalo grass 
would be parched brown, and there 
would be absolutely nothing to quench 
thirst. 
I remember a 
discussion 


begun thirty years ago in the Amer- 
ican Naturalist 
by Dr. Sternberg, 


now Surgeon-General, on the subject, 
and he argued in favor of the well 
theory. 
But there near Lamont Is 


ocular proof of the well theory. The 
nest holes of the dogs were five or six 
feet deep, but four or five holes went 
straight down as deep as tho excava- 
tion bad been made and evidently on 
into the water-carrying sand beneath, 
These b.oles appeared to be used by the 
whole colony commonly, and were a 
little larger than the holes used for 
their homes.

Security and Merely to Claim 


the Honor.

' The returns are all in now and it ia 
time 4o render a verdict as to the 
claims for the honor of having first 
hoisted the American flag on Cuban 
soil after the declaration of war with 
Spain. 


The contest has narrowed down to 


three men, all naval officers. One was 
a, young ensign, who, In May, stuck 
up a small flag on a deserted sand 
Key on the north coast of Cuba and 
then promptly went away. No enemy 
was near and the whole proceeding 
was farcical. The next claimant was 
the gallant Lieutenant Victor Blue, of 
the Suwanee, who, on May 31. while 
rieconnoitering along the 
southern 
coast In a boat, , lauded for a few; 
moments near Diagulri, put his boat 
flag-pole In the beach, saluted it, and 
then took it up, re-embarked and pro- 
ceeded on his way. 
.Neither of these was the real thing. 
Both were done in security merely as 
ceremonies and M'ith a view to claim- 
Ing the honor. 


The man to whom the honor rightly 


belongs, the one who actually, in the 
line of duty, in the heart of ;the 
enemey's country, and in imminent 
danger of attack, maae the first bona- 
flde raising of the Staru and Stripes la 
Cuba, and was fully prepared and de- 
termined to defend it during his pro- 
longed guardianship of it, was Lieuten; 
ant Arthur II. Button, U. S. N., who, 
on June 6, hoisted the starry banner 
over an old Spanish fort at Banes, 
Cuba,

The recent discussion in the papers of 


he effect upon the human system of 
food mode with alum baking powders 
and the opinions thai have teen pub- 
lished from noted scientists to the effect 
that such powders render the food un 
wholesome, have caubed numerous in- 
quiries for the names of the various 
alum powders. 


In Massachusetts, New Jersey and 


many other states, of snob importance 
do the food authorities deem the matter 
that the names of alum baking powders 
are officially made public, and in two 
states at least tho laws provide that 
there shall be printed upon the labels 
of all packages of this class of powders 
the statement that they contain alum. 


Information as to the list here given 


has been obtained from the official re- 
port of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Health, from the Agricultural De- 
partment chemist at Washington, and 
from other equally reliable authority:

In addition to these, it is learned that 


many grocers are selling what they call 
private or special brands. These powders 
are put up for the grocer, and his name 
put upon tho labels by manufactures of 
alum powers in New York, Boston, and 
elsewhere. The manufacturers, it is 
said, find their efforts to market their 
goods in this way greatly aided by the 
ambition of the grocer to sell [a powder 
with his own name upon the label, es- 
pecially as he can make an abnormal 
profit upon it. Many grocers, doubt- 
less, do not know that the powders they 
are thus pushing contain alum and 
would be actually contrabrand in many 
sections if sold without disguise. 


It is quite impossible 
to 
give the 


names of all the alum baking powders 
in the market. Theyjare constantly ap- 
pearing in all sorts of disguises, under 
all kinds of cognomens, and at all kinds 
of prices, even as low as five and ten 
cents a pound. 
They can be avoided, 


however, by the housekeeper who wil 
bear in mind that all baking powders 
sold at twenty-five cents or less por 
pound are liable to contain alum, as 
pure cream of tartar pow ders cannot be 
produced at anything like this price. —
